Major Damage at Gas Plant 
Averted by Hamlin Firemen 


General American 
Officials Present 
Checks to Firemen 


Fast and capable work by mem­ 
bers of the Hamlin Volunteer Fire 
Department 
was 
credited 
with 
avoiding a major holocaust at the 
gasoline 
and chemical 
plant of 
Geenral American Oil Company 
(formerly Round Top Oil Com­ 
pany), eight miles west of Hamlin 
last Thursday. 


Despite the heaviest downpour 
of rain in many months in that 
area, a roaring thunderstorm and 
impaired vision due to the storm 
and smoke, the firemen, operat­ 
ing under Fire Chief Lee Hast­ 
ings, fought valiantly for more 
than an hour a chemical flame 
that was dangerous and explosive.
